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DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


The Enchanted- Renata- 144 Bleecker St 4/22. 4 pro 
and 1 Gon- Times fied on revival of Giraudoux play pre- 
sented by David Kanter and Charles Pratt, jr, directed by 
Ernestine Perrie. Play was originally presented on Broad- 
way in 1950 for a short run. 2 of 4 pro votes on current 
production are raves, McHarry, News, and Aston, World 
Telegram & Sun, found it enchanting throughout, expertly 
cast and played. News man especially enjoyed Gerald 
Hiken and Paul Ballantyne. Just what the conscientious 
theatergoer needed, a theatrical spellbinder for those who 
like to stimulate their gray matter, cheers Aston. Milder 
approval voiced by Watts, Post, and McClain, Journal Am- 
erican, Former noted play contained some heavy going for 
any cast, but also contains so much that it is wise, provoc- 
ative, comic and touching that it deserved a second chance. 
He singled out Sushelagh Ree as charming. After rating the 
production tip-top Off Broadway, McClain thought play itself 
on the long side. Both agreed play should do better Off Broad- 
way than it did on, Sole dissenter Atkinson, Times, filed con 
on talkiness of play itself and narrow stage which makes 
ethereal atmosphere difficult to attain. Play is uneven ran- 
ging from slightly stupefying to hilarious. 


Child of Morning- Blackfriars -320 W 57 4/21, 2 mild 
pros-Times, World Telegram-Sun- and 4 cons- filed on Clare 
Booth Luce's play presented by Blackfriars and staged by Den- 
nis Gurney. Play originally tried for Broadway in 1951 but 
folded in Boston, All critics applauded Helen Fox in title role 
of current production, Atkinson, Times, found plot and prod- 
uction interesting ,competent and contrived ,the playwrit- 
ing inferior to the theme. Aston, WTS, filed a rave for Fox' 
extraordinary penetration of characterization, while play he 
found uneven shifting from cozily humorous family life to 
bang-bang melodrama, Negative voters panned Luce script 
as second-rate for author of such top plays as The Women 
and Kiss the Boys Goodbye. Kerr, Herald Tribune, doubts 
4if author is at home on subject of current low-life and he 
thought pay itself one-dimensional, Wandering and long- 
winded drama, sums Coleman, Mirror. Dismal evening, off 
Broadway or on, deep and dreary, added McClain, Journal Am- 
erican, Heavy handed script lacking in theatrical deftness, 
concluded Watts, Post. 


From Here to There- Sullivan St-181 Sullivan 4/23. 
1 pro-World Telegram & Sun- and 4 con- filed on first 
group of 3 one act musicals presented by Dorothy Raedler, 
Virginia Card and Lee Paton. Aston, WTS, approved of 
evening as fine, experimental musical theatre. But maj- 
ority panned evening as theatre entertainment. Except 
for Joan Brainerd's singing in "Slow Dusk" by Carlisle 
Floyd , critics could find little to praise, Funke, Times, 
doubts if many will enjoy evening. Kerr, Herald Trib- 
une, marked pieces as home-work by composers that 
should have not been exposed to public view. McClain, 
Journal American, suggested music critics not drama 
reviewers should have covered it, Herridge, Post, billed 
it as peculiarly thin entertainment. 


Sleeping Beauty- Cricket-162 Second- Sats- Child- 
ren's play presented for 3 performances each Saturday 
enjoyed by Herridge, Post. Blanche Marvin's English pan- 
tomine version with dance, dialogue and music is artist- 
ically graceful, yet keeps its sense of humor. Acting, danc- 
ing and costumes are fine, and stunning set, used nights for 
Ardele , serves admirably. Bad witch comes out after-

As even the smallest theatre costs a fortune to build, 
it is almost beyond the scope of private enterprise, com- 
ments "Stage" editorial.

Actors, authors, designers and all 
who spend their life working in the theatre hope other cities 
will follow Coventry's brave example and set about building 
their own civic theatres, such as Coventry's new "Belgrade, " 
Architects who build new theatres must come out of their 
ivory towers or they may construct theatres which turn out 
to be white elephants and entail an outlay of thousands of 
pounds to correct for the actors’ intelligent use. Before 
architects start designing new playhouses, they should 
spend hours backstage during working hours and they ought 
to see plays in performance,

Netherlands is a country in which more players are 
needed than are available, where theatre buildings in the 
large cities are owned by the cities, drama schools are 
subsidized by public authorities, where many students are 
paid an allowance while they learn and where the theatre 
is subsidised by the Ministry of Fine Arts details Lane, 
"Stage." The government subsidy is 10 years old and is 
administrated by a national organization of theatre lead- | 
ers, The only regulation is that each group must present 
a certain number of performances of two plays by Dutch 
playwrights yearly, one old, one new. 


There are 8 main groups, each with three production 
companies, While one production is playing in a city theatre, 
another is played in the provinces and a third is in rehearsal, “ 
The provinces see the same play and cast as the city patrons, 
Actors are on yearly salaries and supplement this by appear- 
ing on TV. All theatre students are assured of jobs with co- 
mpanies due to the rapid expansion of theatre since the war. 
The 1956-57 government subsidy totaled $300,000 from prov- 
incial authorities and $400, 00 from the government,
